Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 21-40 are allowed. The claims will be renumbered in order as claims 1-20 
Regarding independent claims 21, 37, and 40 prior art has not been found that suggests or 

renders obvious a system, method, and apparatus for determining the geolocation of a mobile 
device comprising a GPS receiver, wherein the mobile device can be selectively switched 
between a first mode and at least one other mode, wherein the first mode and at least one other 
mode is selected from a group comprising a standalone mode, an autonomous mode, a network 
aided mode and a network centric mode. Specifically, the standalone, autonomous, network 
aided, and network centric modes are viewed in light of the specification on page 12, line 10 - 
page 14, line 12.
